Washington, April 26. — Up to noon to 
doy the Nicarsguau minister was without 
advices us to tho decision reached by the 
Nloaraguun government regarding tho Brit 
ish ultimatum. His advioes at a late hour 
laet night Indicated thoro would nob be im 
mediate compliance with tho British da 
rnnnda. Nicaragua has nob tho money in 
her national treasury to pay tho indemnity 
in full. It is bolieved that arrangements 
can bo mado in this country to secure a loan 
f qual to tho amount, for which ample socur- 
Iby will bo provided. 

An intimate friend of President Clove- 
land, ono who is entitled to spoak authori- 
tatively and who haa talked with tho Presi- 
dent about tho preecnb crisis in Nicaragua, 
says this government, whilo fully alivo to 
tho necessity of maintaining tho autonomy 
of tho Amorican states against foreign on- 
oroachments, oun find no warrant for inter- 
fering to prevent Great Britain ur ony other 
countries requiring reparation for an offence 
similar to that charged against Nicaraguo. 
He declares that in the Mosquito affair of u 
year ago the United States had fully do- 
monstratod its determination not to 
permit tho sovereignty and integ- 
rity of Nicaragua to bo assailed, 
when American warships were stationed at 
Bluefields and when tho energy of Mr. 
Bayard, our ambassador to England, under 
Instructions from this government, succeeded 
in deterring Eogland from exerting her long 
qlaimed right to exeroiBo a protootorato over 
hoy notion of this continent. Tho attitudo 
of tho United States on this question was 
now as firm ds over it was ; bub this 
government could not undertake to 
shoulder every quarrel of tho Spanish 
American republics whoso faculty for 
getting into hot water seemed, in some 
measure, attributable to tholr excessive 
relianco on this country's help as well as to 
their impetuous temperaments ond their 
frequently irresponsible and autocratic 
rulore. If tho United States wero compelled 
to take up all such quarrels as the present 
ono It would have no time to devote to the 
groater questions arising, Buch as tho Ven- 
ezuelan boundary dispute. 

It wbs his understanding that Nicaragua's 
difficulty with England would be promptly 
settled and all the more quickly because of 
our position in tho matter. Ho deolarsd, 
however, that the determination of this gov- 
ernment to presorvo Nicaraguas's independ- 
ence and her undisturbed oontrol over her 
territory, was unchanged and that tho Unit- 
ed States would forolbly, if neoossary, pre- 
vent any attempt on tho part ot a European 
government to establish itself on this con- 
tinent. 

Secretary Gresham told a frlond to-day 
that ho thought Nicaragua would pay Great 
Britain tho money !l time to prevent a forced 
landing. Ho admitted that he had never 
had any other impression since General 
Barrios was in Washington. 

Tho Nicaragua canal engin.eor commission- 
ers received their instructions from Gresham 
to day and dooided to leave for Now York 
this evening. They hove planned to sail 
from Mobile on the Montgomery on May 7. 

Ib is definibely stated that bhe three days 
In whioh Nicaragua is to reply to England's 
ultimatum expires this evening, 

London, April 26 — The Standard will 
print to-rrorrow a lotter signed " Ex-Con- 
buI," which Bays : "During my residence in 
Nicaragua the intrigues of tho United 
States woro at tho bottom of all Nicaraguan 
dlplomaoy. Tho StatcB regarded tho Cen- 
tral Amorican countrioa as thoir proteges, 
Borne day to bo annexed. They 
mado special exertions in Nicaragua with 
a view to controlling the canal and expelling 
British lnfluenco from tho Mosquito coast. 
I do not doubt that Nicarngua'B recont action 
iB due to tho suggestion, if not tho direction, 
of the United StatoB." Tho ox CoubuI 
speaks favorably of " Nicaragua's unfortu- 
nate inhabitants," whom ho always found 
friondly to foreigners, especially English- 
men, "hue tho system of government Is 
bad." He adds, "they gob into trouble 
with foreign powers beoauso they eubmib 
their affairs to utterly inexporionced mon 
whilo thoy continuo ulways to bo tho easy 
proy of intrigues of skilled diplomatistB. It 
behoves tho European countries, ospocially 
Englond, to keep a watchful eye on hostilo 
in llucnces." 

Neither tho admiralty nor tho foreign 
olliae had rocoived sows from Nicorogua ab 
midnight. Tho Morning PoBt says : "Tho 
period of tho ultimatum having expirod, ib 
is rcgardod at proboblo that tho llritish will 
now occupy Corinto. Tho govornmonb has 
not modified tho ultimatum nor directed 
Admiral StephonBon to extend tho timo." 

Tho Standard is Informed that llritish 
marines will bo londod at Corinto to-mor- 
row, also that Senor Guzman, Nicaragua's 
miniator in'Washington, rocoived u dispatoh 
from Managua to-day saying that tho gov- 
ernment would not bo able to pay tho §75,- 
000 indemnity by midnight. 

Tho Globo BoyB Bayurd has sought to 
obtain from tho foroign offico a few hours 
extousion of Great Britain's ultimatum to 
Nicaraguo, and has also mado suggestions 
regarding tho indemnity. 

A dispatoh from Washington soyB not- 
withstanding tho roports from London that 
nothing has been hoard from tho United 
States government indicating tho doslro that 
England should bo less harah in hor oxoa- 
tione, it is again positively assorted thab 
Bayard, on tho 24th inst., was instructed to 
oak Earl Kimborloy to givo Nioaragua two 
wooka in which to pay tho indemnity in 
London inBtead of undor duress at Corinto. 

Tho Pall Mall Gozotto Bays tho courteous 
stand takon by the United States In con- 
nection with tho Nioornguan epiaodo iB a 
fovorablo augury for a oloso understanding 
botweon tho Unitod States ond Groab Brit- 
ain upon tho Ohinoso-Jopanoso question. It 
assorts England's aotlon towards Nicaragua 
will loach South Amorican ropublios hotter 
manners. 

Tho Westminster Gozotto asserts thab the 
enforcement of tho British demand upon 
Nicaragua will nob bo pub into effeob until 
midnight to-night. No confirmation of tho 
Btatemont can be obtained ab tho foreign 
office. 

Colon, April 26.— Advices reooivod ho re 



state that Bear Admiral Stephenson, at 
midnlghb, sent a note to the oommunder of 
the Port of Corinto, that he proposed to oo- 
oupy Corinto at 1 o'olook this morning, 
April 27. The ropnblio has been deolared 
undor martial law. Many residents aro 
leaving Corinto. 

NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA. 

Feeling of Uncertainty on the Island In. 
creased— Offlclnl Economies— Disinclina- 
tion Towards Confederation. 

St. Johns, Nfld., April 20.— The result 
of the Confederation conference participated 
in by the Newfoundland (delegates jusb re- 
turned from Ottawa, so far as made public 
yesterday, increased the gonoral fooling of 
uncertainty hero. Apparently the mass of 
tho people aro opposed to union with Can- 
ada, bub there is a feeling thab no other 
course is open. The followers of Premier 
Whitway seom to be straining every 
norvo to gropplo with tho situation with- 
out submitting the question to a popular 
deoiBlon. The Whitewayito organ, the 
Telegram, to-day published a proposed gov- 
ernment rotronohment scheme providing for 
the abolition of a number of offices and for 
a reduction of Balance. It Is estimated 
that under the scheme an annual saying of 
$.'100,000 should be effeotod. Tho plan 
meets with some favor, bub much criticism 
Is evokod because it was not proposed baforo. 
Tho Whitowuyitos also announce a revision 
of tho tariff during the ooming session of 
tho legislature. Members of tho opposition 
party in the legislature accuse them of post- 
poning the legislative session so as to make 
It impossible for the people to voto on Con- 
federation. A revolt among the government 
supporters in the assembly would havo taken 
plaoo bub for the fact that most of tho oppo- 
sition " Confederates " would then have 
joined the government and hove decided the 
question immediately. Reasoning people 
and tho middle classes favor Confederation, 
but tho majority of tho poopla show a diBin- 
olinatioa towards its adoption. 

PEACE FOR CUBA. 

Goneral Martinez Campos Thinks That in a 
Very Short Time Order Will Bo 
ttestored. 

Hanana, April 26 — Gonoral Martinez 
Campos has Bpont mosb of tho day in receiv- 
ing delegations from the Cuban corporations 
and the army and navy by all of which he 
has boon assured of hearty co-operation. 
To these delegations be said he reliod upon 
the co-operation of the publio to obtain 
peaoe within a very Bhorb time. His polioy, 
he said, would bo. one of strict 
impartiality. He was satisfied with the 
army but said he would sovoroiy 
punish any dereliction of military duties. 
General Campos will remoin hero only a few 
days, when ho will return to Santiago do 
Cuba to personally dlreob operations. 

Advices from Santiago de Cuba to-day Bay 
that Robert Ramsey and John McKenzio, 
the two British sailors of the sohooner 
Honor, from which the Macoos expedition 
was landed, who woro arrested and brought 
here as prisoners, have been released on 
parole pending tholr trials. 

" PLAYED OCT." 

Mr. Balfour Declares That Old Fashioned 
Radicalism Is Anions: the Thlncs 
of the Past. 

London, April 26.— In tho course of his 
spoeoh at Primrose Lodge to-day, which is 
looked upon as an important utterance, Rb. 
Hon. Mr. Balfour said that Borne of the mem- 
bers of the Conservative party, foreseeing 
victory in tho noxb pariiomeub, seemed to 
suggest the kioking down of tho ladder upon 
whioh thoy had climbed. Suah a suggestion 
was unutterably mean. Ib was Mr. Cham- 
berlain and his Liberal Unionist 
colleagues who, for tho pasb nine 
yoars, had made a home rulo polioy impos- 
sible. Continuing, Mr. Balfour suid : 
" The present position of tho unionist par- 
ties Ib one of transition. What will follow, 
a permanent division or permanent union '.' 
I «s«ivor unhesitatingly pormononb union. 
(Uiiberi. ) Those persons who from a de- 
tached standpoint watahed the policy of 
England through tho last docado nrust havo 
notioed that old-fashioned radicalism ia now 
absolutely ployed out.

Rudolphsgrad havo boon noarly dosbroyed 
by floods, and many porsons and hundreds 
of cattle have boon drowned.

Andrews deolarod ho waa quite willing to 
remain in custody.

Ho thought it quite right to 
accept a reward from the British navy for 
returning disobedionb aailors to tho shipa. 
The officers did not gamble. None of them 
had un interest in the saloons or hotels. 
Gambling was suppressed whenever a aase 
could b3 made out.

Dan's and Bradstreet's Weekly Statements 
Regarding the Commercial Situation— 
Number of Failures. 

New Yobk, April 26. — R. G. Don & Co. 
say : " Neither the rising in the specula- 
tive markets nor tho steady gain of indus- 
tries haa ceasod and ib is wholesome that 
thero aro fewer signB of hesitation in tho 
spooulativo industries than in speculative 
priosB. Wages strikes grow more numoroua 
and causo somo trouble, and j tho retail de- 
mand lags behind wholesalo sales and 
jobbing purchases behind production 
in somo brauohes ; bub through many con- 
flicting reports tho fact Bhinea out that 
tho industries are gaining, not with 
a ruBh and a whirl bub more safely. The 
bank olearanco exchanges in April thus far 
average daily 11 per cenb, more 
than laab year ; but 1(5 3 per cent. Iobs than 
in 1893. Money is ooming hither from tho 
interior and a largor demand for commoroial 
loans appears, especially from manufacturing 
towna in Now England and from importers. 
The failures in eighteen cities in April 
showed liabilitiea of §5,505,592, of which 
§2,632,770 wore of manufacturing, and §338,- 
772 of trading concerns. The failures for 
the wook havo beon 230 in the United StateB 
against 179 last yoar, and 37 in Canada 
against 20 laBt yoar. 

Bradstreet'a aays the foalureof tho weok 
is the continued strength of prioes of staploa 
after tho atrlking advance of tho preceding 
weok. Perhaps the most relentless ad- 
vanoo has bsen In hides, boing two cents 
within tun dayB. There is a firmer undor- 
tono in nearly all lines of trado. Thero is 
some inoroaae in aotivity among manufic- 
turers in Montreal, owing to tho opening of 
navigation, but general trado thero, as at 
Toronto and Halifax, haa not oxpanded in 
volume. The bank clearings at Winnipeg, 
Toronto, Hamilton, Montreal and Halifax 
amount to §17,935,761 thia woek, a sharp 
gain over laBt week, when the total waB 
§15,133,000.

Report of 8j>ecfal Committee 
Powers of the Council 
Received. 



Important Resolution Introduced by 
Mr. Ker to Be Discussed 
on Monday. 



For a time lb looked as if the adjourned 
quarterly meotiDg of the Board of Trade 
yesterday would have to be again adjourned 
for want of a quorum, but before the hal 
hour's graoe had expired sixteen members 
exclusive of the chairman (just one over a 
quorum) were present-, and the mooting was 
called to order with Vice-Preaidont C. E 
Renouf in the ehair. 

Th6 Secretary road the report of the soloot 
committee on the powors of the counoll of 
ihe board, which set forth : 

That with reference to the resolution 
paaEod at the last meeting substituting 
monthly for quarterly meetings of the board, 
section 8, chapter 130, Revised Statutes of 
Canada, does not contemplate any but quar- 
terly moetiug«, though by eoction 15 special 
meetings may 'io ceiled at any period on 
notice being given the day previous. A list 
of proposed hnieudmento to by-laws wero 
also prueonted in thu report, among thorn 
tho settiDg ou'i of the duties and powers of 
the council of tho board, giving it among 
other things tho pjwer to conduct; all tho 
bnsino&sof the board, its prooeodings to be 
reported at each general mooting of the 
board. 

Mr. Cuthbert was of opinion that tho ro- 
pors should bo circulated before being acted 
upon.[j 

The Chairman remarked that the present 
meeting would only receive the report, 
which would not bo voted upon till tho next 
general meeting. 

Mr. Connon agreed with thisand suggest! d 
that a copy be placed in tho hands of each 
member before any action was taken. Hi 
movod a resolution to that effect, and also 
that tho report be now received and ucted 
upon at an adjourned meeting. 

Mr. Cuthbero would like tho report to bo 
in the hands of tho members by the next 
monthly meeting. 

The Chairman repliod that tho board could 
not hold monthly meetings as that was ille- 
gal under the statuto constituting the board, 
which provided for quarterly meetings. 

Mr. Bolyea hold tnat the proposed amend- 
ments in the report oou ! d not be considered 
at all until proper notice had been given. 
He maintained, however, that; the constitu- 
tion did not debar them from holding weekly 
meetings if they wished. Io only said that 
quarterly meotlngs must be hold, but did 
not say other mootings should not tako 
place. 

Mr. Bodwell, as a member of the commit- 
tee, replied .that regular general meetings 
conld not be oillod other than quarterly. 
That, of course, did not prevent special 
meetings being held more often. As to the 
by laws, he was of opinion that it waB bet- 
ter for them to be left in the hands of a small 
body so that they might be drawn up 
carefully and with due regard to the powors 
conferred by statute. Then the general 
meeting might i d opt the report so drawn up. 

Mr. Balyea moved, in amendment to Mr. 
Connon's motion, to strike out that part re- 
ferring to an adjourned mooting. 

As an amendment to the amendmenb Mr. 
Gray moved, seconded by Mr. C. D. Mason, 
that the proposed amendments to the by- 
laws be referred to tho council of the board 
and the by-laws committee, and that then 
the by-laws as so amended be printed and 
■nbmitted to the board for approval. 

Mr. Belyea objeoted to this as tending to 
complicate matters. 

The amendment to the amendment was 
then put and lost, and Mr. Belyea's amend- 
ment carried. 

Mr. Cuthbert wanted to know if the Secre- 
tary was going to call a monthly meeting in 
accord with the motion passed at last meet- 
ing. 

Tho Chairman — The Seoretary takeB hiB 
instructions from the presiding officer and 
had nothing to say about oalllrg a meeting. 

Mr. Cuthbert — Who does the presiding 
officer tako his instructions from ! 

The ChalrmaD— From tho constitution. 

Mr. Cuthbert maintained that the motion 
to call monthly meetings was now a part of 
the constitution. 

The Chairman repliod that there was no 
use in discussing the matter at prosent ; tho 
President would no doubt look into the ques- 
tion and only do what wos legal. 

Tho Montroal Board of Trado wrote as fol- 
lows : 

Montreal, April is, 1895. 

GkntLkuk* :— Tho need of some means for 
the speedy and satiifactory settlement of dis- 
putes betweon tho customs authorities nnd im- 
porters has long been felt by tho business com 
munityor this city, nnd tho council of this 
boitnl will therefore petition p.rliauient to 
establish a board of customs oxpor s similar to 
that in t-ucccssful operation in tbo United 
States. The council dofirt s to securo tho re- 
operation of other boards of trado in making 
this request to tho government, and a copy of 
the petition in triplicate is I berefore unclosed 
in tho hopo that, if you approve of iis purport, 
yon w 11 endeavor to securo hb many signatures 
thereto as possible. 

It ia nuggeoted that each board shall procure 
tho presentation of tho petition to i he Senate 
and i ho llouso of Commons by tho Senator and 
member for Its dlslilct; but as they should all 
bo cresonted at tho eamo time (Diobably ea'ly 
in May) I am to ask that when signed you will 
hold your petition until advised of tho date 
agreed upon for Buch joint action. 

(3d.) Gko. HADRILL. 

Secrotary. 

Mr. Belyea moved that tho socrotary tako 
the proper BtepB to get signatures. Ho had 
some experience of such boards and was in 
favor of them in placo of tho urbitmry and 
despotic methoda now pursuod by customs 
officers. 

Mr. Davios seconded tho motion, which 
nan carried. 

An important resn u'ion was next intro- 
duced by Mr. D. R. Ker by pormliBion as no 
notlco had been givon. It road : 

Whereas tho Esquimau &Nanaimo R R. C. 
aro prepared to at om o proceed with tho con- 
strue Ion of an extension of LholC.&N railway 
from Wellington to Honinx. providod tho usual 
Dominion subsidy of J3.200 per mllo is granted 
in aid thereof ; 

And whereas tho extension of such railway 
woo'd largoly aid in tho development nf tho 
natural wealth of B. 0. and in the settlement 
of vacant binds, and would bo in tho general 
interest of t lie Dominion ; 

Holt ret-olvcd that this board oarnestly press 
upon thu Dominion government tho groat ""• 
portanee at aiding tho immediate construction 
of said railway by granting tho said subsidy of 
53.200 por mile. And bo h n'so 

Keaolvoi, that our representatives, Messrs. 
BarioandPrlor.be requested to secure tho 
KrnntofBuch aid from the Dominion govern- 
ment Curing the present session. 

In support of his motion Mr. Kor remark- 
ed that, in conversation with Mr. Duna- 
mnir, that gentleman had mentioned tho in- 
tention of the railway company to muko an 
application for tho subsidy, and if success- 
ful would boKin tho oonstruotion of tho ex- 
tension to Coniox wlthoub delay. It oo 
currod to Mr. Kor then that ho would bring 
the matter before tho hoard of trado and 
securo tholr support us tho extension would 
be of groat importanoo. Tho propottod lino, 
ho might toll thorn, ran through a much

bettor country than tho present line did and 
would upon up a fino agricultural country 
and mako it tributary to Viotoria, In aek 
ing for this grant it might be argned that 
the E. & N. railway had already their land 
grant, but such an argument was not an 
effective one, on the Messrs. Dunemuir were 
asking for nothing more from the Dominion 
than tho noeded assistance that was given 
other railways. Then no tlmo wculd be 
taken up in looking about for capital, for if 
tho aid woro granted the other capital was 
on hand to go right ahead with tho work. 

Mr. William Wilson Btrongly supported 
the motion. He considered that tho gov- 
ernment Bhould grant the petition. The 
capital was already In tho bank hero, and 
all that was necessary for tho work to pro 
ceed was to geb a fair appropriation. 

Mr. Btlyoa thought it would hardly do to 
pass the resolution to day, aa it might be 
claimed i hit it waa passed at a holo-and 
corner meeting. Ho waa quite In favor of 
the resolution, but there ought to be the 
utmost publicity given and the resolution 
brought up at a special meeting of the 
board to bo held for the purpose. He 
would not debar other oltlzoDS attending 
and having a voico at tho meeting. 

Mr. Cuthbert was of opinion that the 
whole city would support the motion pro 
vided it whs certain that it was a link of 
the British Pacific. 

Mr. Kor remarked that the reaolution 
came up entiroly on hia own resposibility 
and ho would bo quite willing that it be dis- 
ouBSed at a larger meeting, but thore Bhould 
be as littlo delay as possible. 

The reaolution was laid over to bo dis- 
cussed at a special mooting to bo called for 
Monday at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Henderson moved, aecondod by Mr. 
Cuthbert, that the attention of tho proper 
authorities be c»lled to tho fact that a large 
number of firms in tho province entirely 
ignore tho ret'istratiou clauso in the partner- 
ship act of 1894, and that steps bo taken to 
enforce tho act, and that the attention of the 
boardB of trade of tho province bo balled to 
this reaolution. This olame, he Bald, vis 
practicjlly a dead letter in many instanci o, 
and this had been brought to his attention 
specially by the difficulty ho had found in 
trying to hod out the partnors of a firm, 

Mr. Bodwell pointed out that tho resolu- 
tion would have tin effect as It was not tho 
duty of a public official to tako prosecuting 
steps; a privato individual, it was provided, 
conld do so. 
Mr. Cuthbert seconded the motion. 
Mr. Belyea thought that a provision 
might be put in the law not giving a status 
to firms not registorcd. 

In deforenoe to Mr. Bod well's suggestion 
tho resolution was withdrawn and ono sub- 
stituted calling the attention of the govern- 
ment to the need of making soma change In 
the act, 

On motion of Mr. Belyea a resolution was 
passed confirming the aotions of the council 
of the board in the past and authorizing 
them to continue exercising tho powers of 
the board. 

Mr. C. D. Mason gave notlco that ho 
would move at the quarterly mooting of the 
board to amend tho by-laws in accordance 
with tho report of the special committee.

NOT IN CREASED. 

Some people appear to Imagine that tha 
taxation of tho Dominion haa groatly In- 
croaaod of late yoara. Taxation during tho 
paBt thlrtoon or fourteon yoara has been 
nearly stationary, and for tho last four 
yeara lb haa vory perceptibly decreased. 
Tho Dominion taxation for the ton yoara 
onding Juno, 1893, from customs and exoise, 
wua ua follows : 



JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 

There aro some well-meaning persona who 
are continually asserting that tho childron 
of tho present generation are positively the 
worst that ever vexed the hearts and triod 
tho tampers of parents, teachers, pastors, 
masters and the community generally. Wo 
do not Ilko to Bay how long ib is sinco we 
first hoard this complaint; bub ib was a very 
longtime ago, and several generations of boys 
and girls have grown up to manhood and 
womanhood in tho interval, yet atill tho 
doleful lament is made. Ib haa, of course, 
boon kepb up ever since. Eaoh succeeding 
batch of boyB and girls was worse and harder 
to manage than all preceding batches, ao 
that if there are any grounda for this por- 
ennial aomplaint the ohildren of the proaenb 
gonoration muab be dreadfully bad. Aro 
thoy 1 Do their mothers believe that they 
exceod in wiokedness, and pure " cusBod 
ncsa " genorally, the ohildren of all procod 
ing generations 1 

Well] let us leave the mothers out, aa they 
are boyond controversy partial to the young 
Bters— particularly their own— and aak any 
sensible man or woman who is nob affoctod 
with a defective memory if the ohildren of 
to-day are in any respect worse than the 
children of twenty, thirty, forty or fifty 
yoara ago 1 We believe that on honeBt 
anawor would be, " They are not." Boys of 
formor generation were aa miaobievoua, as 
tricky and aa hard to keep in good order as 
are those of the present generation, and tho 
girls had as many and pretty muoh the same 
follies and failings as girla have now. And 
the littlo children and tho young people of 
both sexeB of to-day are aa attractive, aa 
woll-oonducted, as wore tho children and 
young people of former days. 

In the good old times, in that mil- 
lonial period " when I waa a boy," 
there were vicious boys and hzy 
and untruthful glrla ; boya and girls 
whose ill-behavior grieved thoao who loved 
thorn and waa a disgrace and a reproach to 
bhoso who wero hold responsible for thoir 
oonduob. Tho vory same offencea wero com- 
mitted by boya if former generations as are 
committed now, and paronta and toachor8 
woro quite as much at a Iobb how to deal 
with tho offendorB aa are thoao of tho preBont 
day. It Ib thereforo noneenBO, and eomo- 
thing worso than nonsonsc, to assert that 
tho young poople of Victoria to-day aro in 
any rospect worse, moro ill-behavod and 
hardor to manage than tho young pooplo of 
othor plaeos and othor daya. Tho propor- 
tion of tho good to tho bad among them is as 
groat as ib ia anywhoro olaa or ever was at 
any other timo, and we aro well convinced 
that tho number of tho irroclaimable ia not 
by any moana greater. 

It la tho duty of parents, toaohors and 
trustees not to scold or denounce tbo chil- 
dren, but to encourage and roward thoBo of 
thorn who do well, and to try to find judi- 
cious ways of punishing and reforming 
thoso who bohave badly and aro nob amen- 
able to ordinary discipline. To do this as 
offeotivoly aa it can bo dono requires good 
judgment, firmness, patience, and, above 
all, a lovo which la deop, aotlvo and hope- 
ful. Scolding tho childron and abusing 
thoso who have tho oaro of thorn aro worso 
than usoIobb. Nothing will make tho ohil- 
dren callouB ao quiokly as perpetual fault- 
finding and aoolding, and nothing ongomlors 
antagonism in parents and toaahors, and 
kills all dealro to improve, ao quiokly as 
abuse. 

Tho offonceB among Bohool boya which 
have boon mado publio lately aro vory 
soriouB indood and deaorvo Bevoro punish- 
mont, bub thoy aro not unparalleled. Tho 
boya who oommittod them are nob neces- 
sarily monstore of wickedness. It was, in 
our opinion, vory Ill-judged indood to pro- 
cood against tho offendors publioly. They 
oould hove been effectively dealt with at 
homo and in sohool. Publicity in calculated 
to do tbn lads harm, and will nob act aa a 
dotorront to others who aro viciously dis- 
posed, Tho ladB, if judicloualy treated, may 



UNJUST OR INSINCERE? 

We aro moro than surprised toaee MesBra. 
Earle and Prior blamed for not uaing their 
influence in Parliament to obtain a subsidy 
for the British Paoifio, Thia may be a good 
electioneering dodgo, though wo doubt ib, 
bub wo find ib difficult to undoratand how it 
oin bo seriously dono by BonBiblo men who 
oro, or ought to be, above that kind of 
trickory, 

Thero is, as wo have tho boat authority 
for believing, a time for all things. There 
ia thereforo a time to push for aid to a rail- 
way and a tlmo to refrain from pushing. 
Who aro tho men beab qualified to know 
when tho interests of a projeotod road ought 
to be advanced in Parliament '! The anawor 
iB at tho end of tho tongue of evory mon of 
sense, " Tho projectors, to bo sure." Have 
tho projaotors of the British Pacific, wo ask, 
evor said or even hinted that tho time had 
arrived in which to apply to Parliament for 
a subaldy to thob ro*d. Thoy have nob. 
On bha contrary the prinoipal projeotor 
only a few weeks ago publioly declared 
that tho tlmo had nob bhon arrived. The I 
oltlzena of Vlotorift know that tho projeob haB 
nob even yet advanoed to that stage in which 
lb would bo judicloua to apply to tbe lccil 
legislature for holp. Thoy must see that it 
would be utter folly for olthor Mr. Earle or 
Col. Prior to ask for a aubaidy when the 
mon who had theprojoot In hand and wero 
doing their beab to advanco its intoroats 
were of opinion that It would do more harm 
than good to apply for a subsidy premature- 
ly. If either of them wore ao malignantly 
officious or bo injudiciously zealous aa to 
make an application to Parliament before 
what the projeotora considered the right 
ti.-ne, ho would lay himaolf open to tho ac- 
cusation of being secretly hoatile to the en- 
terprise and of taking the moat effective way 
to strangle ib. Tbe accusation would be 
woll deserved, and we aro groatly mistaken 
if the men who aro now blaming Col. Prior 
for boing inactive and silent on the subject 
in the Houbo of Commona would nob be the 
vor>> firat to donounee him for injudicious 
and untimely activity. 

IGNORANT OH DISHONEST? 

A characteristic leading artiolo in the 
Times of last evening Btatea that : " The 
Australian colonies woro all at tho time " (of 
tbo recent financial crisis there) "following 
tbo high protection idea, a faob whloh can 
hardly be palatable to tho looal protectionist 
aoribblorB." 

It ia a pity that a writer who has at com- 
mand such an oleganb style aa that which 
marka the sentence quoted, is not better in- 
formed. Tho " faot " — palatable or other- 
wise — ia that at tho timo roforred to tho 
Australian colonies woro nob " all following 
tho high proteotion idea," for there waa the 
groatest possiblo diversity between their 
fiscal ByatemB. Victoria led with duties 
mainly running Irom 20 to 35 por cent., but 
had a very largo freo Hat. In Now South 
Wales tho general figuro waa 10 per cent., 
to which it bad within a few yoara been in- 
creased from 5 per oont. Queensland's duty 
was on a 25 per oent. basis. Sonth 
Australia's varied from 10 to 25 por 
cm t., with an extensive free list. 
The Tasmnnian rate was from 15 to 20 per 
cont., and that of Western Australia 12J per 
cent. Australian colonies tax ouch other's 
gotdj, and tho market which any looal in 
duatry can command on hotter terms than 
those enjoyed by Eurupoan cheap-labor com- 
petitors Is too email to be profitable. 

Perhaps tho Times' article was wilfully 
misleading. It appoara undor the authority 
of a gontlonian who Books to become a repro 
sentativo of this constituency in tho Houso 
of Commons. ,

Tho organ of tho froo trade party ia what 
Artomus Ward usod to oall " an amoosin 
cuss." Mr. Bostock declares that he " re 
cognizes that freo trade will not suit Can 
ado.," and when wo hint that ho is not a 
oonaiatont follower of a loador tho principal 
plank of whoao platform ia froo trade, it gota 
abusive and tries to mako itself unpleasant. 
Now, wo want to know if a man who haa 
bocomo convincod that froo trado will not 
auit Canada can be callod by anyone who haB 
the sllghtoab regard for truth tho followor of 
a froo trade loador, or a member of a freo 
trade party 1 Tho Timca la, wo eee, very 
oaretul how ib words ita denial for Mri 
Boetock, bub it will take a groat 
deal moro skill in word juggling than tho 
Times poBBOsaos to oonvinoe honest froo 
traders that tho man who rooognizoa that 
froe trado will not suit Canada is a froo 
trader. There aro some henoab froo trodorB 
who placed somo faith In tho Laurior pro 
foBsiona and who approved of tho Laurior 
platform. Thoso mon rnuBt bo disgustod 
when thoy seo a candidato who recognlzos 
that froo trado will not suit Canada aliowod 
to remain on tlio Laurior platform and ao 
coptod as a tnonibor of tho Laurie? party. 
If that party is composod of mon who will 
nob udvoaato freo trado for Canada, mon 
who rocognizo thab froo trado will nob suit 
Canada, and mon who ait on tho fonoo and 



It is soon from this that tho pooplo's taxes 
aro not being increased, and wo hardly 
think that the taxation, when tho whole of 
tho Dominion is considered, can bo juatly 
regarded aa excessive.

Our oontemporary believes, as wo do, that 
tho trado roturnB aro a roliablo baromoter 
aa to tho progress of tho country and tho 
financial condition of tho peoplo. It haa 
beon trying to convince its readera that tho 
trado of the Dominion under the present 
Administration is decaying. Ib drawB 
diemal oonoluBiona from tho comparison of 
tho importB of two months of the prosont 
voar with tho corresponding two months o' 
the year before There is no barm in this 
at all, bub thia oompariaon docs not extend 
over a rango sufficiently wldo to warrant 
couolusionB that can bo depended upon. To 
find out whether or nob tho trado 
of tho Dominion is in imminont 
danger' of a oollapso, lot ub take 
a poriod of fivo yoars and see if thero has 
been a Btoady deolino or an almost uniform 
inoreaso. If during that period tho trado of 
the Dominion, export and import, haB 
Btoadily increased the country is progress- 
ing, und if it has gono on deolining tho 
pooplo are getting poorer and tho oountry Is 
going backworda. Thia ie, wo think, a fair 
teat. Here is a statement of tho imports 
and exports of the Dominion for the laab 
five years :

For instance, thore is 
actually enough air In one'a cloi hes to keep 
a person who cannot Bwirn afloat for three 
and a half minntea, if ho remains oool and 
dooa not loeo hia hoad. By praatical illus- 
tration ho ahowa how to act when one fulls 
into the water, how to approach and aavo a 
drowning poraon and the aimplest and boat 
means of resusoitation. For the last yoar 
Mr. Killick has not beon lecturing, but haB 
been doing mission work among tho Indians 
of the North, where ho has been aa compan 
ion to the Bishop of Athabaska on a journey 
hrnugh that immense diooeso. Ho waa in 
1894 appointed representative for Canadian 
life aaving aooiotlea to tho Belgium intor- 
nationol exhibition, but waB unable to at- 
tend. Ho goes from here aa far 8outh aa 
Lob AngoloB, and should he muko arrange- 
ments with tho achool trustees to morrow 
night will roturn in July.

Tho common piazza ohnir with woven 
rush bottom and bade olTors an excel- 
lent and inexpensive foundation on 
which to build an ideal chair for pure 
comfort.

valid, but ornamental as well, by fol- 
lowing thoso diroctious from Tho House- 
hold: 

Add a head rest covered with bright 
high colored gingham, with a cushion 
for tho seat and thin clown pillow for 
the back, covered with tho same. 

It may also bo made to sorvo a further 
purpose by getting a carpenter to make 
for it a leaf, that can bo secured to the 
chair, and thus form a continuous snr 
faco with tho right arm, as shown by 
tho skotch, making a most convenient 
tablo for writing, or for books and pa- 
pers to rest upon. 

To do this tho outside edge of the 
arm must bo sawed to a straight odgo, 
and tho loaf attached to it by means of 
hingos. It is secured to a horizontal po 
sition by a swinging arm, tho samo as 
the loaf of a tablo. It is fastened at one 
end to tho under surface of tho arm of 
tho chair and swings out under it. Tho 
leaf may bo foldod down besido tho 
chair when not in uso. 

For holding newspapers, sowing or 
books, ouo of tho narrow, flat wicker 
baskets may bo secured to tho sido of tho 
chair bolow the seat, or a wooden box 
of tho right shape and sizo could bo 
screwed to tho chair and answer tho 
samo purpose Such a chair is useful 
not only for invalids, but in tho kitch- 
en. Tho tablo loaf on tho arm will bo 
found useful when boating eggs, paring 
apples, shelling poas and a variety of 
work that ouo can do as woll sitting as 
standing.

Before the Dominion Educa- 
tional Association, 



.Responsibilities of Teachers in Deal- 
ing- With Yonue Children -Plasti- 
city of the Brain. 



(Toronto Mull and Kmplro, April 19.) 
A publio mo )tlng wub bold iaab night in 
the hall of the Education Department, 
Gould street, aa the dosing demonstration 
of the gathering of educationalists which 
havo been hold in the olty during tho paBt 
threo days. Tho chair was taken by Mr. 
Q. W. Roas, provincial minister of educa- 
tion, and on tho platform with him woro ; 
Lieut. -Col. BakBr, minister of education of 
British Columbia ; Mr. J. M. Harper, in- 
spector of superior jchoola in tho province 
ofQuebeo; Rev. Dr. Milligan. Mr. R. W. 
Doan, eeoretary of tho nasooiation ; and Mr, 
B. J. Oulton, Dorchester, N.B. 

Rev. Dr. Milligan offered prayer, after 
which the following cablegram waa read 
from the National Union of Touchers of Bog- 
land and Wales, now in session in Manctios- 
tor, England :-" Your fellow -members of 
one profession and one Eupire send greeting 
and good-will." 

(Tho chairman dolivored a very ahorb ad 
dreas, in which he congratulated the touch 
era on the splendid aucceaa of the meetings 
At a meeting of tho educational associa- 
tion, Hon. Colonel Biker, miniater of edu 
cation, British Columbia, give tho following 
paper on " Diagnosis of Brain Power." He 
said : — We all owo a debt of grutitudo to 
tho Hon. Mr. Ross for having collected to- 
gether from all parts of thia great Dominion 
Buch an important assembly of toachora, and 
others who are interested in tho evolution 
of tho human mind, In order that wo may 
interchange our ideas, and, lot ua hope, ad- 
vance our cause. Wo should hail with koen 
pleasure any organization which haB for its 
effec!) the bringing prominently before tho 
public that important'sootion of Booiety, the 
teaohera of our publio Bohools, beoause it is 
a olasa which, from tho very nature of ita 
calling, and the magnitude of ita responsi- 
bilities, should command our greatest re- 
aped anil solicitude. The teaohera of our 
public achoola are tho human inatrumenta 
which mould tho brains, and to a largo ox- 
tent the characters, of tho children who are 
placed under their charge. They aro in- 
directly arbiters of tho national charucter, 
and it is therefore difficult adequately 
to moaauro tho amount of honor and dignity 
whioh should be properly awarded to theee 
arohitootB of human obaraoter. I may mon- 
tion aa chief of their responsibilities the 
foroo of example, whioh is one of the moat 
subtle and far-reaching forcoa which ahape 
our social existence, and we cannot atcaoh 
too much importance to it ; indeed, there 
are few of us who realize the extraordinary 
power which is exerclaed over ua by tho 
example of those by whom we may be sur- 
rounded. In illustration I may mention the 
common case pf a man who i> aoanstomed to 
drink only at hia meala, but who becomes 
thrown into the sooiety of others who take 
their drinks at odd times, when he gradu- 
ally, and almost imperceptibly to himBelf, 
drops into the same habit — hero then tho 
force of example grows into a force of habit, 
and when that is oxtonded to a number of 
individuals it beoomea a force of custom 
whioh it is exceedingly diffioult to ohango ; 
and bo ib ia with every other habit, and 
there ia not one of ua who ia uninfluenced 
by the nature of hia surroundinga. 

But if thia is the oaae with tho adult, how 
much more bo with young ohildren, whose 
brains are in a receptive state of growth, 
ready and oagor to ab8orb Impreaaions from 
surrounding objaotB. 

Therefore, it becomoa the first duty of 
aooiety ao to order ita educational syatom 
that ic may be enabled to aolect the moat 
honorable, tho most able and the moat re- 
fined of Ita units as teachers of the young. 

Unfortunately, wo find in this country — 
and, indeed, in every other country— a 
small minority of tho peoplo whioh la averse 
to advancod froe education. It maintains 
that tho threo R'a are all whioh are re- 
quired, and that tho publio monoy should 
not bo expended in educating the people be- 
yond that limitod domain of knowledge. On 
the other hand, tho large majority of the 
peoplo, at loaBt in all oivilizad countries, 
fortunately holds a contrary opinion ; it 
maintains that the publio money oannot bo 
better expended nor with greater permanent 
profit to the nation than by cultivating the 
intelleab of the ohild to its highest possible 
pitch, in order that it may awaken to a per- 
ception of its inhorent faculties, and, by a 
healthy application of thoao derived poworB, 
ib may contribute in oaoh Bucceaaivo gonora- 
tion towards tho lifting up of humanity to a 
higher and ever ascending Btandard. And 
in support of that supposition it cannot bo 
denied thab tho brain of every ohild la a 
wonderful myatery. It may contain within 
itaolf hidden troaBurea of incalculable valuo, 
which can only bo revealed by oareful edu- 
cation, and it thoreforo becomea tho bounden 
duty of tho nation to eearch for those treas- 
ures whioh are born into it, and whioh are 
calculated to contributo so materially to its 
proBrjorlty and to its advancement. 

Thoro ia in human nature an inherent 
thirst for knowledge, a thirst, however, 
which could not have boon satisfied without 
tho assistance of thab great incubator of 
liberty, tho printing preaa, whioh for over 
100 yenrs has kepb plodding away year by 
year aud century by oontury, enlarging and 
spreading the area of knowledge), liy^it, anil 
through it, all tho tangled impediments in 
tho road to the Btudy of tho sciences were 
swept away, und tho laborious conclusions 
of tho mental faculties of ono Btudent wore 
handod on to hundreds of others, to bo re 
atudiod, amplified, and multiplied, until 
thoro burst upon this nineteenth century 
all those wonderful discoveries in aclenco 
which havo revolutionized aooiety by prao- 
tically annihilating spaoo, and plaoicg tho 
whole of civilized mankind within talking 
distance of each other. 

As a oonBequonco, any wave of emotion 
whioh alfoctB a oommunity in ono part of 
tho world ia ab once trunamittod, with elec- 
trical rapidity, to ovory other oommunity, 
howover distant, and tho roault ia a grow- 
ing uniformity in thought, and ulao in ac- 
tion, which is obliterating tho boundaries 
and pnjadicea of nationality, so that every 
social problem now bocomeo aotuated by 
what I may term a oosmio torco. 

A demand for froe education was tho 
natural oorollary to this flood of human 
sentiment, tho inhoront thirst for knowl- 
edge had to be quonched, and now at tho 
closo of this nineteenth century, in all tho 
civilized countries of tho world, powor is 
given to ovory ohild froely to fill- up to tho 
vary brim tho full moaauro of its Intellectual 
capacity. Thus after a lapao of over ono 
thousand years tho dream, tho hopo and tho 
yournlng of tho firBb apostlo of froe educa- 
tion for tho peoplo, tho good King Alfrod, 
has boconio an aocomplishod faci, and I may 
also add that tho Utopia of that great 
statosman, philosopher, philanthropist and 
■martyr of tho sixteenth oontury — Sir 
Thomas Moro — ia already moro than half 



reillzed. Snob, are examples of the persist 
enoy of the evolutionary foroes whioh are 
Bhaping mankind into a higher order of 
being, 

But wo must not lose Bight of the fact 
thab we are still only in the transition abago 
bebween ignorance and knowledge. We 
have yet to bo ednoated in the soienoe of 
eduoation, and wo havo to submit to tho 
stern leeaons of experience before we can 
hope to attain to anything approaohing to 
parfeotion. 

Sooioty ia gradually awakeuing to the fact 
that there are many grave defects in that 
system of gonoral froo eduoation, which, it 
muat be confesBed, waB eomowhat hastily 
organized — ib is beginning to recognize that 
to grant to young ohildren the great boon of 
a- freo education, bub at the same time to 
leavo their crude rocoptivo young braina un- 
awootenod by any form of roligioua inatruo 
tion, has failed signally in elevating tbeir 
moral oharaotor, while tho shameful sec- 
tarian discord whioh renders such a course 
expedient is sopping tho very foundations 
of tho doctrine of Christianity. Yob, and I 
havo full warrant for this assertion from 
the very remarkable BtatiBtlca emanating 
from the International Institute of Sooi 
ology, whiah was held in Paria last Octo 
ber under tho presidency of Sir John Lub 
book. In dlBOUBBing the effoob of advanced 
freo education upon crime, ho atatod that 
since the passage of tho act of 1870 
for providing primury and secondary 
education in England, tho number of 
ohildren in E iglitm freo schools hua 
inoroaaod from 1,500,000 to 5,000,000, while 
tho number of porHonB in prison haB fallen 
from 12,000 to 5,000 The yoarly average 
of porsons sontenced to penal servitude for 
tho worab crimoa has decreased from 3,000 
to 800 ; tho number of juvonile offenders 
und dolinquonta haa decreaatd from 14,000 
to 5,000 ; aud paupera havo decreased by 
over 50 par oont, Lab it bo remembered 
that bheso remarkablo reaulta have been pro- 
duced by an oduoatlonul cystem whioh con- 
tains in its ourriculum religious instruction 
of on unBeotarian character. But now let 
U3 atop aorosa the IDoglish ohannel into 
Franco, whore tho syatom of free eduoation 
id quite as elaborate as that of England, but 
wito this importaut exooption : thoro is no 
roliglouB instruction of any kind. What is 
tho conacquonoo? Wo find that crimo haa 
inoreased hand in hand with education. 
Tho cry goea up that oducation ia filling tho 
prisons. If we turn to tho United States, 
to the Antipodoa, to Australia and Now 
Zialaud, tho statistics tell tho aamo Bad 
story th»b crimo iucroaeoa directly as bho 
increase in the number of godlena achoola. 
Thia offers food for very grave re flection. 

But to descend from higher to lower 
things I may add, with regard bo educution, 
that those unhealthy mental stimulants, 
frequonb competitive examinations, ha>ve a 
tendoncy to ongondor concoit in place of 
sound learning, and they theroforo become 
demoralizing both to tha toachora and tho 
taught. Then again, the multitude of aub- 
jecta whioh are frequently foroed upon the 
attention of the atudents are not calculated 
to Btrongthen their young and unformed 
brains; it ia equivalent to cramming into the 
atomach more food than lb oan poaaibly di- 
geab. 

Wo oughb to ask oursolvea thia question ; 
What ia tho objeO of advancod freo educa- 
tion 1 Ia it not to develop the latent talent 
of tho child in order that ib may become a 
cibizm who, by example aa well aa by use 
fulneae, may benofib tho Bociety to which 
either ho or aho may bolong. The true end 
of knowlodge should be to " provide a rich 
storehouse for the glory of tho Creator and 
for tho relief of man's estate." Therefore, 
the tendency of advanced freo eduoation 
ahould be to make tho adult refined, that ia, 
human in tho boat aenae; and also practical, 
that ia oapablo of doing useful work. The 
instinct of labor must be cultivated, our in- 
tellectual food muat bo convortod into men- 
tal muscle, and nob mental fat. 

Tho two important objective pointa which 
I havo enumerated can only bo reached by 
the atudenb through force of example, deriv- 
ed principally from the conduct of the 
toaohor, and aho by a currioulum which 
comprises practical with theoretical instruc- 
tion. The eye, the oar and tho hand must 
unite in ordor to f jrm and fashion tho brain. 

Thanks, largely to tho ability and energy 
of the Hon. Mr. Kcss, tho school ayatom of 
Ontario approaohe8 vory nearly to porfuotion 
in this reapeot, and I am sanguine enough to 
hopo that tho peoplo of British Columbia 
will recognize tho groat advantages whioh 
accrue from Buch a ay a torn, and that, although 
it muBt of neoeaaity coBt monoy, still it h the 
truest economy in tho end, because tho great- 
oat results aro obtained for tho money which 
ia expended. 

The great reproach which is cast upon the 
edncational system of the present age is that 
it tonds to over eduoate the ohildren and to 
render many of them unfit for tho avooa- 
tious into whioh they have been born, and 
that they fail to recognize the dignity of la- 
bor, whether it be that of tho hand or of tho 
head. If such wero really to be the result 
of advancod freo oducution, why, ib would 
be bettor to abolish it altogether. Bub it ia 
nob oo ; experience has shown thab such a 
result arises from tho fault of tho system, 
and not necessarily as a sequenco to tho cul- 
tivation of tho mind. 

You, in Ontario, with your admirably or- 
ganized kindorg'.rtena, teohnical sohoola, 
and Schools of Practical Soienoe, havoBhown 
conclusively that properly organized ad- 
vancod free education can turn out highly 
practical mon and women. Indeed, it is be- 
ing generally acknowledged all tho world 
over that technical education tonds to 
strengthen tho braiu und gives to it groater 
power for understanding theory and adapt- 
ing it to praotice. 

Bub no matter what curriculum may bo 
deviaod, it must provo ubortivo unices it is 
administered by instructors who poEaeflB a 
apodal training and adaptability for tho im- 
portant task which ia committed to their 
charge. Ontario has reoognlzod tho para- 
mount importunoe of a special training for 
teachors by tho establishment of your ad- 

irablo Normal bcIiooIb, which compare 
favorably with the boat of almllar establish- 
monta in other partB of tho world ; bub ib 
socma to mo thab a largo portion of tho 
training of a toucher should bo dovoted to a 
spooial Btudy of tho brain and nervous sys- 
tem, and I use tho term brain in this case in 
tho common aooeptation of tho torm as 
Indicating tho Boat of intelligence. Taking 
ib in that aenae, the teaahore of our publio 
achools, ao soon as thoy step upon tho vory 
threshold of thoir labors, find thcmsolves 
confronted with a wholo congorio of 
mysteries — a multitude of bruins; all of 
them in a stato of growth ; ouch of them 
differing from the other ; all of thorn aeusi- 
tivo to tho lightest touch ; oach of them 
capablo of bolng mouldod — llko a picca of 
pottor'a olay — into oithor an attraetlvo or a

living things has sprung and ia springing, 
ever moving onwarda towards some myaton- 
oua end which ia beyond our ken. Ic hua 
merely been revoaled to us bo fur that thia 
being which wo call life, the change from in- 
organic into organic muttor, commences in 
every caao with this protoplasm or first 
germ, and then spreads by innumerable 
channels away and away into highor and 
over higher existences until, with Infinity of 
time, it shall touch tha very horn of tho gar- 
ment, of the Almighty. 

With our limitod knowlodge, we aro 
forced to confess that there uro Becret 
numbers in our bruins, secret and unknown 
even to ourselvos, and thoy can only bo un- 
locked and revealed by tho key of tempta- 
tion or of circumstance whenever it may 
come; and thoro is not oue of ub who can 
foretell with any degreo of accuraoy what 
his or her conduct will bo whenever that 
apodal temptation or circumstance shall 
riso. Thoreforo it becomoa ua to be very 
ohiritablo in our jadgments. 

Bab tho greutor the myatery of tho brain, 
the greater tho necessity for tho graduating 
trainers of it, tho toaohors of tho young, to 
study itB composition und to sourch for light 
and knowledge in order to bo enabled to fash- 
ion lb into the hlgheab form. 

There Ib un insbinct in human naburu that 
whispers to ua of a highor existence. Wo 
talk of angola, and in doing so we pioturo 
an existence beyond ouraolvea. Tho nations 
worship intermediate deities, such as Bra 
man, Buddha, Z iroaster, Conluclus, Chriat, 
and Mohammed, and in oach and every caae 
tho ideal is something superior to anything 
whioh is attained by existing humanity. 

This bsautiful ideal— the spiritual co- 
efficient which actuates the mochunism of 
humanity— is the forco whioh ia evolutiog 
mankind into a highor order of being, and 
religion, irrespective of sect, is itB hand- 
maid. Bub there ia a counter-force in opera- 
tion, namely, tho gravitation of humanity 
towarda its lowor order of exlatenoo ; there 
ia a heavon, and thore ia a hell. Evolution 
beckons us towards the former ; devolution 
drags us towards tho latter ; and betweon 
these bwo contending forces thore exiets 
that mystorious power in human nature to 
which we give the namo of " freo will." Ib 
ia a forco which ib is exceedingly difficult to 
define, yeb we aro all of us conscious of Its 
possession because ib forms tho line of de- 
marcation between a lunatio and a man who 
is responsible for hia own notions. Tho man 
who haa no volition over hia actions ia 
termed a lunatio ; but any dogroe of will 
power which a eano man may posaeBB muat 
bo oxortod either to exalb or lowor him in 
the scalo of humanity, according as it ia tho 
resultant of tho componont forces which 
actuato him. 

Theso component forcos are not oonstant 
throughout hia life ; but thoy vary in diroo- 
tion and magnitude according to tho im- 
proBBions produced upon hia brain by sur- 
rounding and accumulating circumstances 

Wo may, perhaps,bo bebter able to appro- 
oiato tho problem by BupooBlng tho oaao of 
an infant, born of highly intolligenb and re- 
lined parents, boing placod ab Ita birth, if it 
wore poaaiblo, in a Booiety of gorillas or 
ohimpanzoes to bs Buckled, roared, and 
brought up by them alono until ib became 
adult. Tho nntocodont probability ia that 
such un adult would bo boatial in ita habits 
and mannera, and alao in its language, if it 
had any ; but, mark you, not to the aamo 
degreo aa ita aaaociute gorillaa or chimpan- 
zees— and why not ? Ou account of ita iu- 
horibed facultiea. Bub If bho eumo infanb 
wero placod at its birth under instructors 
and in a society of the highest refinement, 
morality and intelligence, It would aa un 
adult bo incomparably superior to its 
gorilla-reared Bimulaorum. In either oubo 
tho brain would bo fashioned by tho impress 
of surrounding clrcumatuncoB, and ita re- 
verbatory power would be proportional ac- 
cordingly. 

Herein lies the gravo responsibility which 
attaches to a teacher of the young, becauso 
it ia tho powor of an instructor by virtuo of 
hia matured will forcj) to lmpreas tho young 
und immature bruins committed to his 
chargo in such a manner us will cither ex- 
ult or lowor thoir inhoritod facultiea. Id 
point of fact, tho awful responsibility is cast 
upon the teacher of graduating tho scale of 
humanity. Surely, thon, ib ia incumbent 
on socioty to tuko special euro that tho 
toachere of our public bcIiooIb become adepto 
in the diagnosis of brain powor. 

It appoara to mo thab tho first atop to 
wurda obtaining such a knowlodge should 
constat In tho atudy of embryology of here- 
dity, of anatomy und nourology, booauoo 
ib is impoaaiblo Intelligently to diagnoso 
brain powor unltna >vo undorHtand aomo- 
thing ftbjub tho souroea of its production. 
So soon as that knowledge ia acquired, the 
second atop ahould bo for tho graduating 
toachora to atudy under speoiully trained 
oxporte the mothoda of tho application of 
ouch knowledge to diagnoaia oi brain pow- 
or of jlyoung ohildren. 

The atudy of embryology haa advanood 
grottly in thu last fow decades, .und it haa 
clearly rovoult-d to ua tho intimutc connec- 
tion whioh oxiata between man aud nil 
placental unimuto. Roaearchoa into herodi 
ty confirm this connection by doteotiog 
oorUin inhoritod habits and inatincts which 
aro common to mun and tho noaroat ap- 
proach to man in tho lowor ordor of unlmala, 
namely, tho ape. Tho study of anatomy 
Dourology teuch ua how improBsiono

L-klll and judgment in tho 
marshulliDg of thoir vurying occontricitiea. 

Truly, ib is no lighb task, and ib is one 
whioh oughb bo bo approached with tho 
greatest gravity and boiibo of responsibility. 
Tho brain is such u mystery that ib ia difli. 
cult to defino when ita powers oommouced 
or when thoy will ond. Ib is a part of tho 
ovolutlon of life, of that lifo whioh tcioneo 
has tiughb us is common to tho animul und 
vogotublo kingdom, und whioh has boon re- 
duced in ita viaiblo form tho protopluam or 
Crab gorm, oub of whiah tho multitude of 



transmitted by tko nervous system to tho 
highly senBitivo bruin, where thoy are 
stored up according to ita varying capacity 
und quality, in ordor that thoy may after- 
wurda bo reverberated by that myetorioua 
power whioh wo oall memory. All thoao 
aoientific atudioa havo taught ub by tho pro- 
ceaa of induction und deduction, or, in othor 
worde, by tho indontutiona upon and tho 
rovorborutions from tho bruin, that intel- 
ligence la measurublo by tho capacity and 
peculiar convolutions of the brain. 

Eor example, tho brain of tho lowest ordor 



of man is about twico tho size of the brain of 
the highest order of apo. Yes, but wo can- 
not take much comfort out of that, becauBO 
wo find that tho difference in tho size of tho 
braina of tho hlgheat and lowest order of 
man ia far groator than that which exiBta 
between tho lowest order of man and the 
highest order of tho ape. Again, tho span 
of iutelligonco between tho highest aud low- 
est order of ape is far greuter than thut 
which exiots between man and tho apo. For 
a long period it was suppoaod thut cortnin 
peculiar portions of tho bruin, known under 
their Boientifia nomenclature aa the posterior 
lobe, tho posterior cornu, and tho hippo- 
campus minor, wero peculiar to mun and 
wero not to bo found in the upe ; and that 
profound scientist, Professor 0>ven, under 
whoso instruction, by-the-bye, I hud the 
grout honor of boing placod, held to that 
opinion to his dying day. But, aluB, oven 
that comfort ie now denied us, because tho 
moro exact roBoarohes of Professor Huxley 
and othor aolentifio celohritio8 have proved 
beyond any shadow of doubt that theso pe- 
culiar properties of the brain aro to bo found 
in the upe as well no in man. Thero aro cer- 
tain inheritod habita and tendencies be- 
tween man and tho apo which arc worthy of 
mention. 

In studying the habits of gorillas and 
ohlmpanzees ib was observed that thoy make 
their beds at night in treea, with Bticka aud 
leaves, and thab they aro very particular 
about their nightcaps. I use the torm night- 
cap in its literul and not in ita epirituous 
sonBO. Well, they cover thoir bodies with 
loaves, and particularly tbeir heads, and 
thoy sleep with tho hand undor tho head, 
palm upwards. Now, ib ia a well known f aot 
that children and also adult human beings 
havo a strong tendency to place tho hand 
undor tho head upon going to sloop, oven 
though they may havo soft foather pillows 
to rest it upon, and moreover I can Btrougly 
recommend any of my hearers who may 
suffer from insomnia to try placing tho hand 
under the hoad, palm upwards, and in nine 
oaso8 oub of ton they will go off comfortably 
to sleep, but whether they will dream of 
thoir gorilla ansestors I am nob prepared to 
prodlet. Thon, again, the proheneile ten- 
dency in tho hands of infants, and tho 
peculiar lovo for climbing trees which is 
common to boys and girls alike, all point to 
inherited tendencies from our simian ances- 
tors. 

There is a wild tribo of mon callod Ved- 
dahs in tho island of Ceylon who havo no 
fixed habitations, and who make their beds 
at night in trees with Bticka und leavoa, 
vory much after tho fashion of gorillaa und 
ohimpunz^oa. Then, again, the love of 
aporb which is bo strong in some nutureB (I 
havo it myaolf) is probably inherited from 
primitivo man, whou thoaupply of food was 
dopondent upon the sportsman, and he be- 
came ronowned in proportion to his success. 
Again, tho taste for keeping game until it 
becomes high probably dates back to primi- 
tivo ages whon it waa neceaaary to hang von- 
leon and other kicda of game in treea or cavea 
for future uao. 

Bub if all these inhortted habita and tend- 
encies still oling to ua after a lapse of count- 
less agea of time, how much atrongor and 
moro vuriod must those tondenoioB bo which 
wo have inhoritod from our numerous and 
recent anoeBtors, and how complicated the 
growing brain of a young child must be 
whon it is prognaut with inheritod tonden- 
oies uttorly uneuited, maybe, for tho cir- 
cumstances into which that child Haa been 
born. 

Honco tho care and oaution which aro 
necossary in diagnosis of brain power, and 
brain tendencicB, and tho patience and per- 
severance which are required on the part of 
tho toucher in order to be enabled to divert 
the growth of the brain into the moat elo- 
vatiug channols. 

To show how much may be accomplished 
by ciro and patit-nco on the part of the 
hor, I will give a caso which camo under 
my own notice. It was that of a boy at ono 
of our great public schools in B lglund, who, 
although a good boy in othor respects, was 
ao donaoly stupid that tho masters could do 
nothing with him. A consultation waB held, 
and it waa determined to ask tho boy'a 
paronta-to remove him from tho college. 
Tho houso tutor wont to iuform him of the 
decision, and to hia astonishment found tho 
boy in the collego library und museum ab- 
sorbed in u deep work upon nuturul history. 
Investigal ion proved that the groater 
purl, of tho boy'a play houra had beon passed 
in tho library and muasum atudying works 
on natural history. Tho houao tutor aBked 
that tho decision for tho boy's removul might 
bo roBoinded, and that ho might bo ullowed 
to tuko him In baud. Ho did ao, und Bot 
him to work on natural history and science, 
ufid Immediately tho latont talent wbb 
ovokod, the spooial inhoritod impress upon 
tho brain at once rospondod to the call, and 
bo far from ita boiug noccsury to remove 
that boy from tho college, ho broumo ono of 
its most brilliant ornaments. Now, in this 
case, tho boy's thoughts woro bo concen- 
trated upon hia ono tulonb thab ho became 
absent and oblivious to othor impressions ; 
bub no soonor did his mind got froo pluy 
upon itB special channel than it at onco re- 
lieved tho reprosoing forco upon hia other 
faculties and loft thorn at liberty to expand 
Had it not beon for tho care and patience of 
hia houso tutor tho wholo tonor of bhab boy's 
lifo might have boon charged. 

Onn of bho groateat difficulties which moot 
tho efforts of a teachor iB diagnosis of tho 
neurological symptoms of his pupila. The 
child ia full of emotions, tho immuturo buda 
of character, und any rough or inconsiderate 
troatmont of auch emotiona may, in somo 
ouros, ruin a child's oharuater for lifo. Tho 
nervous ayatema of aomo childron, and also 
of adult human beings, uro so extremely 
sonsitlvo that thoy require to bo trout od 
with tho groutost judgmonb und olrcum- 
Bpoctlon. In illuBtrntlon of how Eonsltlvo 
aomo nervous Byatoms may bo to oxtorior 
vibrations, I will mention the ouao of 



uccompliahod mus'oian. She married a man 
who had bho misfortune to bo stono deaf. 
Yeb atrungo to a >y, he oould appreciate ber 
mueic, and alwaya knew whon the was play- 
ing in the aamo room, oven when ho hud hi 
back turned towurds her. Ia this cubo tho 
waves of sound must have vibratod a highly 
sensitive nervous system und aot it in mo 
tion. 

Wo ouraolvea experionco somothing aimilnr 
in the cibo of sud or lively music. Why 
ilo we call it aud or lively ? On account 
of the vibrations produced upon our norv- 
oua system by tho different waves of sound. 

Thoro aro attraotiona and ropulalona in 
human nature whioh wo all of ua experience, 
but find it difficult to account for them, but 
there ia no doubt that they vary in a largo 
degree according to the Eonaitiveneaa of the 
nervous eyBtem of tho peoplo conoorned. 
Boauty of face and beauty of form aot upon 
bho oyo, t.nd thonco by tho nervoua system 
to the brain ; bub tho came facs or form may 
affect different poopla in very varying de- 
grees. 

Thsro ia a force we call sympathy, which 
ia highly attructivo when ib meets a similar 
indent upon another brain. Children. and 
dogs are quick in diacorning thia force, and 
in responding to it. Instances might bo 
multiplied by tho thousand to prove how 
oxtremoly Bonsitive the brain is to tho im- 
preaaions from surrounding circumstances, 
and how ib may be exulted or lowered ac- 
cording to ths nature of the Impressing 
objects. 

But ia not thia the boat poaaible argu- 
ment wo could have in favor of udvanoed 
free education for tho people ? 

Beoauso the higher tho eduoation of each 
unit of aooiety the greater must bo the ele- 
vating foroo of surrounding circumstances, 
thero is a reflsx action between brain and 
brain. 

A unit of Booiety ia surrounded' by other 
unita, oaoh of them possessing a roverbcra- 
tory powor of brain. If tho brain of oaoh 
unit of aooiety is indontod by a force whioh 
ia opposed to tho gravitation of humanity 
towarda Its lower ordor of cxistonco, then 
tho reverbaratory power of tho brains of 
tho wholo of Bocloty muBt tend to raiee 
humanity up tho 8oaIo of evolution, and 
vico versa. Thoreforo, tho groater number 
of brains which aro properly indented the 
greater must bo the elevating forco of Bur- 
rounding circumatuncea, ond tho highor 
humanity must riae in tho eoalo of evolu- 
tion. 

But ib la eduoation, properly organized, 
which indents the brain on the upward acalo, 
hence tho paramounb Importance of a general 
oducation of tho highest ordor. 

Exception may poaaibly bo takon to a por- 
tion of my argumonb on bho plea thab it tenda 
to reduoo human thought and human action 
down to a mere Bciontifio formula, and that 
It doea not leave room for tho ethiea of reli- 
gion with all thoir beautiful emotions and 
holy aspirations. 

Bub I think that a little consideration 
should diepol such an erroneous conclusion, 
because although tho revelationa of scienco 
havo undoubtedly taught ui that man ia only 
a function in a long scale cf evolution, a 
more spook on the boundless expanse of 
creation, still the very fact of hia being a 
ftinc'.ion in evolution muat aaaure him that 
he has hud a past, that he haB a prosenb, and 
that ho will have a future. 

He rocogniz»8, by virtuo of hia undoubted 
inhoritod tendencies, hia intimate connoo- 
tion with tho past ; he experiences a power 
of free will for his guidanco under the cir- 
cumstances of tho prosent ; und ho should 
therefore havo unbounded faith in the con- 
tinuity of his existence in the future. To 
my mind thore could not bo a more beauti- 
ful munifoBtation of tho anulogy between 
oionco and religion thun our own pure 
Christian fuith. 

Tho mun Christ nppoars umong men, in 

en by them, spoaks to them, reveals to 
them in Hia own porson a highor aspeeb of 
humanity, u Godhend, and then disappears 
along the path of ovolution, bockoning to 
His followmen to follow Him. 

God mudo mun in His own imago. Is 
not, then, the doctrine of tho Trinity tho 

riaimilitudo of tho dootrino of ovolution? 
Tlio Father ia God, tho Son iB God, und tho 
Holy Ghoat ia God, and yot thero aro not 
threo Goda, but ono God. 
So, also, thero ia tho man God of tho future, 
tho Man of tho PreBent, and tho Man of tho 
Paat, and yot there are nob throe mon, but 
ono Man, who ia over ascending tho path of 
ovolution. 

But I muat not dotain you any longer. I 
havo endoavored, I fear bub Imperfectly, to 
emphusize tho grout reaponslbiluy whioh at- 
taches to u toaohor to tho young ; to point 
out that tho brain of ovory ohild which is 
committed to tho ohargo of a teaohor ia preg- 
nant with inheritod tondonciea, couplod 
with a power of froo will whioh may bo di- 
rooted, by a atronger and moro matured 
will forco, towards either u higher or lower 
standard of humanity, according to tho do- 
greo of judgmonb whioh is obBorved in diag 
noBia of bruin powor ; that tho highor tho 
oducation of oaoh unit of socioty the greutor 
must bo tho elevating forco of surrounding 
oircumstanoes ; and that ib therefore bo- 
comes tho boundon duty of sooiety to endea- 
vor to raiee oach of its unita to tho highest 
posalblo level. 

Such boing tho ouao, it ia an obligutory 
parb of human efforb to give a duo portion of 
Its labor in tho form of taxation in order to 
provido tho moBb eflicienb organization for 
bho education of the people, Trirning, then, 
to thoao who would mote out to tho rifling 
generation hub a more pittance of education 
in the form of tho throe R'b ; who, oon- 
soiouB of thoir own knowledge, would Bol- 
fishly grudgo a similar measure to thoir poor 
brothrou ; who would oast tho welfare of 
our poorer childron upon tho wayward olo- 
monb of ohanco ; who maintain that we 
ahould not sow beoauBO, forsooth, wo oannot

AN IMPORTANT TRANSFER 

Victoria In Future Will Do the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company's Upper 
Yukon Business. 

William L. Gerstle, one of the directors 
of tho Alaska Commercial Company, is visit- 
ing Victoria on business whioh he believes 
will be of importance to tho oity. He Is 
staying ab tho Driard, bub will return in a 
few days to San Franoisoo, expeoting to 
visit Viotoria again about the middlo of 
May. In future, Mr. Gorstle says, his 
company will purohaBe in Viotoria tho sup- 
plies for thoBo of their stores on the Yukon 
rivor which aro in British Columbia. This 
trado, whioh amounts to about $100,000 
a year, has up till now boon given 
to San FranciBeo bub tho enforcement of 
British laws heretofore dormant in tho far 
North makes the ohango advantageous to 
tho company. Thoro ia really no British 
customs hoiiso on tho Yukon river bub tho 
duty on foreign goods passing into Canadian 
territory will bo collected, It is understood, 
by the mounted police to be sont North 
by tho Ottawa government. Mr. Gerstlo, 
though juat arrived from San Francisco, haB 
only recently oomo down from Aluaka, tho 
Yukon In particular, whoro ho says pooplo 
are flocking in groab numbors.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

France, Germany and Russia Have Keally 
Filed Protests AgaiuBl the Treaty 
I of PecUUL 

Washington, April 20.— Careful inquiries 
to-night confirm In all its material features 
the diBpatch from London giving substantial 
foundation for tho report of the joint action 
of Russia, Germany and France in regard to 
tho projectod treaty. It is now apparent 
that while tho dispatches sent out from St. 
Petersburg and other cities in regtrd to 
this alleged intervention have been 
erroneous and exaggerated, there was 
a basis of fact in "the etatomonts. 
Something the nature of a protest had been 
filed by theao three governments, Ib was 
not, however, agaiuBt the occupation of 
" Manchurian territory " as asserted, bub 
against the " absolute and final possession 
of tho peninsula of Liu Tong," otherwise 
known as tho "Regent's Sword," whioh 
commands tho Gulf of Pechili and the 
approaches to Pekin, and Ib subatan 
tially the Gibraltar of China, It is 
on this promontory that Port Arthur 
Ib situated. The general design of this cita- 
dol was devised by Admiral Sohufolt, and 
was by him regarded an impregnable If man- 
fully defended. Obviously tho absolute 
and final possession of tho citadel would 
leavo tho capital of China at tho moroy of 
Japan. Bub every advloo received hero has 
Indicated that Japan had waived her olaim 
to tho absolute and final possession of Port 
Arthur, and has insisted upon holding ib as 
hostage until tho indomnlty shall have beon 
paid. | B 

London, April 26.— The latest and most 
direot information fromauthoritativo sourceB 
SB to tho precise atatus of tho nogotlationB 
between RusBia, France, Germany and 
Japan rocoivod hero ia as follows : Tho 
Russian, Fronch and Gorman ministers 
separately interviewed the Japaneso vice 
minister for foreign affairs undor instruc- 
tions from their respective governments and 
proBontod momorandu, in which it was statod 
tho governments of Rudsia, France 
and Germany upon examining the 
terms of peace imposed by Japan 
upon China, found that tho possession of tho 
poninBula of Liutong, chimed by Japan, 
would be a constant menace to tho capital 
of China and at tho same time would threat- 
en tho Independence of Korea and ronder it 
non-offectivo. In this soose, and for other 
rousona, ib was stated that it would be a 
constant menace to tho pormanent poaoe of 
the Far E»sb. ConBequontly the govern- 
ments of Franco, Russia and Germany, de- 
siring to show their sincere friondahip for 
tho government of Japan, adviae ib to re- 
nounce the absolute and final possession of 
the peninsula of Liutong. The memoranda 
of the three governments makes plain thab 
they are proaentod in tho way of friendly 
advice to the Japanese government and aro 
not intended in any .way to convoy any 
open or covert menace. The impression is 
gaining ground that Uf«n can rely upon 
tho friendly counsel of ,tki United|States at 
tho present moment, Ibe governments of 
Great Britain and Italy have m»do it plain 
thab they do not intend to follow the 
example of Russia, France and Germany, 
and tho great commercial interesls of 
tho United States in the Far East, which 
the Japanese Chinese treaty of peace wy a ' lr i 
largely benefit, dp loss than tho constant at- 
titude of the United States toward Japan, 
lead diplomats to bjlieve that the United 
States at this junoturs will not fail to make 
snob use of Its good offioes as will prevent 
Japan from being deprived of the fruits of 
her viotory. The treaty of peace has al- 
ready been ratified by the Emperor of 
Japan, and it would bs extremely difficult 
to make any change, 

A CONSTANT MENACE. 

Strontr Protestations Against the Cession of 
Liao Tong to Japan. 

London, April 26,— Tho Daily Nowb has 
this dispatch from Yokohama : " Tho mem- 
oranda presented by tho Russian, Qsrmon 
and French ministers at Tokio, represented 
tho cession of Liao Tong to Japan aa a con- 
stant menaco to Pekin, calculated 
to nullify the independonco of 
Korea, therefore tho powors dosiring 
to show tholr Bincero friendship for Japan, 
advlsod her to renounce tho possession of 
this territory.
